BOOK  REVIEWS 


The  educational  department  of  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board  at  Richmond,  Virginia, 
lias  been  doing  a great  work  for  us  in  the 
promotion  of  missionary  education  among 
our  Southern  Baptist  people.  Imst  year  the 
department  had  1.552  mission  study  clases 
repoted  in  all  departments  of.  the  work  with 
a total  enrollment  of  20,295  people.  For  this 
year  they  have  set  their  goal  for  25  000 
Southern  Baptists  in  mission  study  classes 
We  hope  tha;  aU  of  our  people  will  help  them 
to  reach  this  goal  by  organizing  or  joining 
some  mission  study  class  during  the  year. 

The  department  has  from  time  to  time 
given  to  us  excellent  mission  study  text- 
books for  use  in  classes.  This  year  they  have 
se’veral  new  books  to  some  of  which  we  wish 
to  call  attention.  ’ 

Mr.  W.  E.  Doughiy,  the  author  of  “The 
Call  of  the  World,”  has  written  a new  book 
of  four  chapters  entitled  “Efficiency 
Points.”  It  is  for  men.  This  book  gives  us 
the  missionary  idea  of  the  Bible,  a chapter 
on  personal  service,  a statement  concerning 
Christian  attitude  toward  property  and  an 
appeal  for  intercession  the  most  powerful 
dynamic  of  efficiency.  The  hook  will  be  a 
good  one  for  use  in  men’s  mission  study 
classes.  The  book  sells  for  twenty-five  cents 
in  cloth  binding.  We  hope  that  many  of  our 
pastors  will  help  the  educational  department 
in  their  effort  to  enroll  a large  number  of 
men  in  mission  study.

Dr.  Brown  deals  in  a delightful  way  with  the 
people  who  make  up  the  membership  of  the 
native  churches,  with  their  problems,  trials 
and  temptations,  with  their  liberality  and 
strength  of  Christian  charaetter.  He  also 
takes  up  the  subject  of  the  relation  of  the 
churches  to  the  mission  stations  and  to  the 
Western  churches.  The  educational  depart- 
ment of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  does  not 
agree  with  everything  stated  in  the  book  in 
regard  to  the  question  of  co-operation  with 
other  denominations  hut  the  department  has 
prepared  a supplementary  statement  which 
will  be  inserted  in  each  copy  of  the  book, 
and  which  will  se*t  forth  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  s own  position  in  reference  to  the 
question.  With  this  supplementary  state- 
ment the  book  will  be  safe  for  study,  and 
certainly  has  some  very  excellent  points 
which  should  he  known  by  our  people.

A MOST  ASTOUNDING  HERESY.

“The  Interdenominational  Countv  Sunday 
School  Convention”  closed  a two  days’  ses- 
sion in  the  -Methodist  chnrch  here  on  Sunday 
night,  September  12. 

Extensive  advertising  and  preparation 
brought  a fair  representation  from  the  Sun- 
day Schools  of  the  county.  The  program 
committee  had  assumed  the  privilege  of  pro- 
graming Sunday  through,  without  even  con- 
sulting the  local  pastors,  but  the  Houston 
Baptist  Sunday  School  and  church  made  no 
change  in  their  Sunday  program,  which 
called  forth  some  criticism.  Some  brethren 
of  the  State  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
Houston  Baptist  pastor  has  some  pronounced 
views  on  the  question  of  interdenominational 
co-operation.  One  of  my  main  reasons  may 
be  found  in  the  following  deliverances  of 
Brother  W.^  N.  Chisholm,  the  main  speaker 
of  the  convention,  on  the  subject,  “The  Im- 
portance of  Interdenominational  Co-opera- 
tion.” 

Among  other  startling  things,  Brother 
( hisholm  said,  “The  interdenominational 


Sunday  School  movement  is  the  greatest 
evangelistic  factor  in  the  world  today.  If 
the  world  is  ever  saved  through  Jesus  Christ 
it  must  he  through  the  .co  operative  work 
of  the  interdenominational  Sunday  School 
work.  It’s  coming,  brethren!  it’s  coming! 
and  the  lazy  pastors  and  churches  might  as 
well  get  ready  for  it.” 

I must  coulees  that  this  is  one  of  the  most 
astonishing,  the  most  astounding.  the  most 
heretical  statements  I ever  heard  fall  from 
Baptist  lips.  It  is  hut  the  matured  fruit  of 
the  upas  tree  the  Interdenominational.  In- 
ternational Sunday  School  movement,  to 
minimize  the  work  of  the  church  of  the  liv- 
ing God.  to  absorb  the  Sunday  Schools  and 
churches  into  their  great  “co-operative 
movement  and  have  us  pay  the  bills  while 
they  are  doing  it. 

And  yet.  a great  many  of  our  good  pastors, 
strong  churches  and  consecrated  Baptist 
people  line  up  with  that  “co-operative 
movement.”  _

COLLEGE  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

All  who  have  closely  observed  the  work  of 
the  Young  Men’s  and  Young  Women’s  Chris- 
tian Associations  will  acknowledge  their 
great  value  and  influence.  Nowhere  is  the 
reach  of  their  influence  seen  to  better  ad- 
\ ant  age  than  in  the  colleges  of  our  count  rv. 
Their  insistence  on  purity  of  life  and  on  sin- 
cerity of  profession,  their  encouragement  in 
the  formation  of  mission  study  cla-ses,  and 
the  invaluable  work  of  their  secretaries  in 
bringing  a new  vision  to  students  and  ni't,*n 
to  members  of  the  faculty  go  far  to  correct 
the  non-religious,  if  not  irreligious  tenden 
eies  at  work  in  some  of  our  institutions  ot 
higher  learning. 

We  /ear.  however,  that  the  associations! 
activities  in  the  colleges  have  been  too  much 
aside  from  the  local  churches,  and  that  stu-' 
dents  during  the  four  most  formative  years 
ol  their  lives  have  assumed,  perhaps  uncon- 
sciously, a wrong  attitude  toward  the  church. 
Unfortunately,  this  attitude  is  seldom  cor- 
rected when  once  assumed.  It  may  he  an  at- 
titude of  indifference  rather  than  of  hostility, 
hut  it  is  likely  to  continue  during  graduate 
siudies  in  the  universities,  where  the  relig- 
ious life  is  often  colorless  painfully  weak, 
or  even  conspicuously  lacking. 

This  condition  of  afiairs  in,  gome  college 
communities  is  heightened  by  the  presence  of 
ministers  who  are  not  awake  to  the  signs  of 
the  times  and  to  whom  students  are  not  at- 
tracted. It  is  also  emphasized,  in  spite  of  all 
thai  anxious  presidents  and  professors  can 
do,  by.  the  sporadic  and  nomadic  church  at- 
tendance of  students.  By  the  time,  there- 
fore, that  a profession  or  a business  is  reach- 
ed the  loss  to  organized  Christianity  is  prac- 
tically complete.  There  is  a large  group  of 


such  young  men  and  women  in  all  our  larger 
cities;  graduates , from  Christian  colleges, 
drifting  from  church  to  chnrch  or  attend- 
ing no  chureh  at  all. 

If  the  college  associations  will  lie  careful 
to  select  as  their  secretaries  men  and  women 
whose  inspiration  to  service  was  gained  in 
church  life  as  well  as  in  associational  con- 
ventions a cluing*-  for  the  bct.er  will  he  early 
noticed.

leads  to  achievements  lower  than  the  highest.

EDITORIAL. 


SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON  SYSTEM. 

Not  all  the  failures  of  the  Sunday  School 
can  be  laid  to  the  charge  of  the  lesson  sys- 
tem, perhaps  a very  small  proportion  of 
them.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  served  a 
great  organizing  and  constructive  purpose. 
It  is  doubtful  if  the  present  development  in 
Sunday  School  work  with  its  immense  ma- 
chinery, attendance,  enthusiasm  and  minis- 
try of  Bible  teaching,  could  have  been  at- 
tained at  all  without  the  uniform  lesson  sys- 
tem. It  has  been  a unifying  and  vitalizing 
force  around  which  has  grown  up  this  world 
wide  interest  and  ministry.  The  mere  need 
of  studying  the  Bible  and  desire  for  it  could 
not  have  enlisted  the  attention  of  the  world 
without  some  such  detinite  plan  for  carrying 
it  out. 

But  the  question  is  arising  in  many  minds, 
has  not  this  plan  served  its  generation  and 
ready  to  fall  on  sleep?  Is  its  purpose  uow 
not  largely  fulfilled,  and  will  it  not  be  nec- 
essary for  it  to  yield  place  to  some  other 
that  will  take  up  the  work  aud  carry  it  on 
to  further  service  which  the  original  plan 
cannot  render?  Already  substitutes  and 
supplements  have  been  introduced  which  in- 
dicate that  the  earlier  plan  of  having  a 
course  of  lessons  selected  from  the  Bible 
running  a period  of  j^ears  from  Genesis  to 
Revelation,  is  not  now  satisfying  the  de- 
mands. There  have  been  introduced  in  the 
'Sunday  Schools  the  supplemental  lessons  and 
/the  graded  lessons  which  are  intended  to 
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supply  in  a measure  what  is  lacking  in  the 
old  lesson  system.  We  are  at  a point  now 
in  Sunday  School  history  where  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  determine  whether  these  devices  are 
to  bolster  up  and  perpetuate  the  old  system 
by  a slight  modification,  or  if  they  indicate 
a disintegration  of  the  old  and  a coming  in 
of  a new  plan  for  Bible  study  in  the  Sun- 
day Schools. 

Certain  it  is  that  the  old  plan  is  not  making 
a generation  of  people  familiar  with  the 
Bible.  The  average  attendant  of  Sunday 
School  is  woefully  ignorant  of  its  contents. 
This  can  be  discovered  by  any  interested  in- 
quirer by  a little  examination  of  the  pupils 
in  any  ordinary  Sunday  School.  It  will 
grieve  your  heart  and  mantle  your  cheek 
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with  ehamV  Just  try  it.  Now  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  any  system  to  accomplish  by  itself 
the  results  desired,  but  a new  system  might 
put  the  average  class  a good  deal  more  ou 
its  mettle,  and  now  is  the  time  for  somebody 
to  begin  to  do  a little  thinking.  There  are 
^certain  committees  who  are  appointed  to  do 
the  thinking  on  this  line.  Tne  lesion  com- 
mittee is  at  present  made  up  of  three  classes 
of  representatives,  namely,  from  the  inter- 
national Sunday  School  Oui°n»  Sunday 
School  publishing  houses,  and  the  various 
denominational  conventions.  These  are  work- 
ing at  it  and  will  dountless  desire  that  others 
will  do  the  same  thing.  It  might  be  well  for 
many  to  he  throw  mg  out  suggestions. 

’lhe  trouble  with  the  present  system  is  that 
it  is  not  a system.  It  has'  no  definite  plan, 
no  connected  and  orderly  purpose.  llow 
would  it  do  to  connect  up  around  some  such 
plan  as  this?  Let  one-quarter  of  the  year 
be  given  to  the'  study  ot  certain  books  of 
the  Uible  as  a whole,  that  we  may  get  tueir 
purpose  aud  message.  Some  uiigui  taKe  a 
single  Sunuay ; otners  might  occupy  tne  full 
quarter.  Nvell  ,we  are  in  it  for  life  aud 
necdn  t be  in  too  big  a hurry. 

Another  quarter  could  be  given  to  the  be- 
nevolent activities  of  the  chuicnes.  there 
are  plenty  of  Scriptures  tor  missions,  lor 
hospitals,  for  orpuanages  and  tor  colleges, 
it  mere  are  not  tneu  we  mignt  abandon 
them.  Another  quarter  c^uld  oe  given  to  tne 
study  of  great  doctrines ;ol  tne  mole.  'tne 
is  at  present  one  ot  tnej  weakest  points  in 
our  ecclesiastical  anatomy.  Anotucr  quarter 
could  ne  given  to  tne  study  ot  sucu  passages 
as  cultivate  directly  the  devotional  and  spir- 
itual life.  In  alt  tnese  there  are  books  mat 

could  be  used  as  in  alt  .secular  senools  lor 
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supplementary  and  parallel  Teadings.  This 
plan  might  be  practicable  only  for  the  larger 
children  and  the  grown-ups,  but  we  are  al- 
ready dividing  the  mature  from  the  imma- 
ture in  the  Sunday  Schools.  There  may  be 
other  plans  which  are  better.  If  so  let  us 
find  them  and  work  them.

snort  piece  ol  rope.  He  was  uoing  tins  not 
energetically  or  viciously,  nut  luuesMy,  ap- 
parently because  he  had  nothing  else  to  do. 
Ol  course  ne  count  nave  put  ins  energy  to 
some  use  out  mat  saeuieu  never  to  nave  oc- 
cur ed  to  him.  He  was  just  slapping  the  tree 
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with  the  rope  It  inigkyhave  been  for  ths 
pleasure  of  the  noise  or  it  might  have  been 
the  purposeless  expression  of  what  energy 
he  had.  Nothing  to  do;  nobody  to  tell  what 
to  do;  nobody  to  put  him  to  work.  He  was 
just  hoboing.  There  are  thousands  of  chil- 
dren hoboes  in  America,  lhcy  haven  t run 
away  from  home.  They  are  not  on  the  road. 
They  are  not  traveling  anywhere  or  doing 
anything  in  particular,  lhey  are  just  ho- 
boiug.  Look  around  and  see  if  there  are 
any  at  your  house  or  iu  your  community. 

Number  two  was  a man  peihaps  past  mid- 
dle ago  rather  under  size,  sleepy-eyed  aud 
loosely  siruug  together.  lie  was  not  “ou  the 
road,”  that  is  not  walking  nor  even  stand- 
ing aud  as  it  was  not  time  for  sleeping,  he 
waan  t “camping  out”  It  was  a rather 
dingy  hotel  in  a good  town  in  Mississippi. 
It  was  in  au.umu  at  the  time  when  the  tirst 
fire  was  necessary,  lie  sat  with  his  feet  od 
the  apron  of  the  heater;  the  ash  box  was 
opened  lor  use  as  a cuspidor  aud  he  was 
slumped  toward  the  stove  with  a pipe  in 
his  uioutli.  t or  the  leugth  ol  time  that  1 
was  in  the  hoiel  he  was  pulling  aud  sputing 
without  any  special  energy  or  enjoyment 
He  removed  the  pipe  occasionally  to  make 
same  uncomplimeuiary  reuections  on  the  nre 
or  the  stove,  lie  may  have  been  a fixture 
about  the  hotel  (1  never  went  hack  any 
more)  or  he  may  huve  had*  an  ipcome  sui- 
fiueut  lor  Ins  support,  hut  he  was  a hobo 
lor  he  had  nothing  on  lus  mind,  nothing  to 
do  and  no  energy  or  ambition  to  do  it  with. 

Number  three  was  a young  man,  rather 
good  loking,  with  an  air  of  assurance  tnat 
ought  to  have  done  good  service  it  it  had 
been  well  backed  up  with  energy  aud  moral 
stamina.  He  wore  pretty  good  domes, 
though  there  was  an  auectatiou  of  audacity 
in  tne  style  of  his  nat  aud  the  way  he  wore 
it,  also  the  way  his  hair  was  cut,  or  rather 
wasn’t  cut,  that  a i traded  the  aduiiraaon 
of  people  whom  you  fail  to  admire.  R 
uever  saw  him  ui  his  ottice,  though  it  is 
presumed  he  had  au  oliice.  He  was  general 
ly  ou  the  street  in  au  animated  conversation 
with  a group  of, those  who  had  notning  spec- 
ial to  uo  aud  wuo  liked  to  ' hear  some- 
body talk.”  He  was  good  at  politics  and 
knew  all  the  ins  aud  ouis  ot  cummals  anu 
how  they  escaped  me  lotls  ot  tne  law.  He 
was  an  uiAuircr  in  a way  ox  cci tain  great 
criminal  lawyers,  nut  cotud  tell  >ou  now  u 
cornu  nave  uccu  none  better,  lie  was  loud 
ol  teumg  ox  a certain  case  he  had  in  tne 
police  court  and  now  ne  would  nave  won  it 
u — . Xiemaiuung  to  a biuaii  gioup  ou  t**e 
streets  was  bis  specialty,  otudyuigl  tnat 
was  not  lor  nun.  Llo&e  appueaatiou  to  uin>i- 
uossi  loo  niucii  oi  a note,  me  spent  ms 
tune  dvapoiaung  at  uie  mouib.  lie  oeiouged 
to  Uie  laige  anu  varied  assortment  ol  unities.

a task.  But  even  a church  like  this  will 
awake  and  so  after  a while  he  had  to  move 
on.  There  not  being  any  church  looking 
his  way  and  not  having  energy  to  start 
something  he  drifted  into  a curbstone  insur- 
ance agent  or  real  estate  or  tombstone  agen- 
cy or  some  line  in  which  he  thought  busi- 
ness would  come  his  wuy.  lie  seemed  dis- 
appointed  for  things  didn’t  come  his  way 
somehow  and  the  last  time  I heard  of  him 
he  was  complaining  about  the  churches  and 
the  preachers.  It  seemed  a pity  for  he 
seemed  to  have  some  ability  and  he  cer- 
tainly had  a fine  body.  The  Inst  time  I saw 
him  he  was  chewing  tobacco  and  looking 
seedy.  The  trouble  with  him  was  that  he 
was  a hobo  and  did  not  seem  to  know  it.  You 
will  find  them  on  the  outskirts  of  everv 
calling  where  they  have  been  washed  ashore 
by  the  purging  process  of  the  tide  of  time. 
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half-hour.  As  ths  brethren  say  about  their 
meetings,  “There  were  no  additions,  but  wa 
hope  good  was  done.” 

The  second  day  was  the  great  day  for  mis- 
sions starting  however  with  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and 
Sunday  School  work  reported  and  spoke  to 
by  Pastor  T.  L.  Sasser,  and  a report  of  the 
Columbus  B.  Y.  P.  U.  All  the  speeches  were 
of  a very  high  order,  the  local  brethren 
showing  themselves  up  to  high  water  mark, 
concluding  with  the  address  of  Secretary 
Lawrence,  which  Dr.  Whitfield  said  was  the 
speech  of  his  life.

Dear  Record : I like  every  issue  of  your- 
self. I would  not  compare  yourself  with 
yourself  hut  rather  regard  you  as  a grow- 
ing plant.  You  were  a vigorous  plant  when 
watered  by  Gambrell  Hackett  and  Martin. 
You  suffered  no  drouth  when  Bailey  irrigat- 
ed the  plant  bed.

Martin  and  LeT\is,  Bos- 
well. Booth.  Lowrey,  Stovall.  Savage,  Rob- 
inson Fitts.-  Slack,  others  with  their  wives 
and  deacons  could  he  named,  but  time  would 
fail  me  to  tell  of  Gideon,  and  of  Henderson, 
and  of  Besor,  and  of  Clark,  and  of  Holcombe, 
who  through  faith  wrought  righteousness . 
and  stopped  the  mouths  of  heresy  and  still 
we  could  add  names  of  men  and  “noble  wo- 
men not  a few.”  and  perchance  the  best. 
These  and  their  progertitors  brought  the  Bap- 
tists out  of  the  wilderness  into  which  t^cy 
had  been  driven  by  the  opvo  ers  of  r liriou 
liberty.  This  was  the  great  thought  that  in- 
spired the  Baptist  nrnd  and  hyar*  through 
“the  dark  ages.”  The  great  Historian  Pan- 
cr<»ft  said  “Freedom  of  conscience  and  un- 
limited freedom  of  mind  was  from  the  first 
a trophy  of  the  Baptists.’'  When-this  was 
achieved  and  recognized  by  a civil  power. 
Baptists  with  an  energy  like  unto  that  which 
animated  Nehemiah  and  his  brethren  when 
rebuilding  the  walls  around  Jerusalem,  be- 
gan the  building  of  schools  to  remove  the 
“affliction  and  reproach”  (of  ignorance,  for 
how  could  they  be  otherwise  before  the 
world,  having  no  schools,  and  disallowed  in 
the  schools  of  others?) 

The  Baptist  lathers  realized  that  education 
was  the  hand  maid  of  Christianity,  so  as 
speedily  as  possible  added  school  to  school, 
and  now  they  are  excelled  by  none  in  the 
number  and  efficiency  of  their  institutioas  of 
learning. 

Sanitariums  arc  multiplying  under  Baptist 
beneficence  till  the  gospel  for  the  healing  of 
the  body  is  heard  from  state  to  state. 

C hurches  for  the  soul,  schools  for  the  mind, 
hospitals  for  the  body,  make  a trinity  for 
ministering  to  the  entire  man. 

While  we  may  justly  rejoice  because  of 
these  achievements  let  us  beware  lest  we 
prize  these  insti  utions  above  their  purposes.

The  reading  of  this  littla  hook  reveal#  the 
eharaeter  of  tha  writar;  *nly  a mature  and 
happy  Chriatia*  fall  af  faith  and  fruitful 


of  good  works  could  have  produced  it.  It 
is  a call  to  a Christian  life  that  is  different 
from  the  life  most  Christians  live,  a life  of 
joy  and  beauty,  growing  out  of  harmony 
-with  God’s  purposes,  and  glad  acceptance 
of  His  will  as  the  best  thing  possible  for 
us.  The  book  was  published  about  the  time 
of  Miss  Heck’s  death,  and  though  we  do  not 
know  just  when  it  was  written  it  would  seem 
as  if  a clearer  vision  of  the  possibilities  of 
Christian  character  and  endeavor  were  given 
her  as  she  neared  her  departure.  Each  one 
who  secs  and  enters  upon  these  attainments, 
spiritual  yef  possible  in  this  life,  will  he 
an  answer  to  the  prayer  of  the  author.  May 
they  be  many.  A few  extracts  from  the 
hook,  simple  in  style  and  diction,  but  inspir- 
ing and  uplifting,  are  given. 

"One  of  the  most  important  joy  contr bu- 
tions  one  can  make  to  the  world  is  to  keep 
a happy  face.  Probably  every  <yie  of  you 
who  has  left  his  home  today  lias  been  seen 
by  something  like  a hundred  people.  Your 
face  during  that  time  was  your  contribution 
or  detraction,  your  addition  or  your  sub- 
traction from  the  sum  of  happiness  of  the 
street  or  shop.” 

"Peace  has  been  so  frequently  used  to 
ineau  almost  fatalistic  submission  to  a hard 
fate,  that  it  has  ceased  to  cany  its  true  joy- 
ous meaning.  True  peaie  is  abiding  joy 
which  has  taken  root  in  the  heart. 

“You  have  seen  a young  woman  give  her- 
self up  to  sojne  high  purpose  and  expand 
like  a flower  in  the  sunshine  until  she  grew 
beautiful.  An  audience  of  Christian  women 
is  the  most  beautiful  audience  in  the  world : 
an  audience  of  Christian  men  the  clearest 
* eyed  and  most  intelligent.  Through  har- 
mony with  God,  delight  in  His  purpose,  joy 
in  His  thoughts,  the  ability  to  pass  His  great 
message  and  to  feel  that  in  eoming  in  con- 
tact with  Him  we  are  developing  our  nature 
to  its  full  extent,  we  can  grow  more  beauti- 
ful. We  have  a great  heritage  of  physical 
beauty  that  we  have  not  yet  claimed.” 

The  church  is  made  up  of  individuals  each 
ore  of  whom  is  a channel  to  convey  its 
teaching  to  the  world.  Instead  of  being  as 
on  Sunday,  one  body  with  one  voice,  on 
Monday  it  is  a hundred,  perhaps  six  hun- 
dred bodies,  each  in  its  way,  and  according 
to  its  suroundings  or  its  faithfulness,  apply- 
ing the  general  teaching.  Strike  these  indi- 
vidual parts  from  hospital  boards,  all  man- 
ner o t charitable,  honorable  work  and  man- 
advancing  work,  and  what  have  you-  Noth- 
ing. A mere  she)l~or  skeleton.  This  is  the 
church’s  every  day  work.” 

"There  is  one  beauty  which  every  woman 
maj’  and  should  have,  which  will  have  a ten- 
dency to  grow  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  spirit, 
’ but  which  needs  also  special  cultivation.  This 
is  a beautiful  speaking  voice.  Strange  how 
the  aitainment  of  this  most  attainable  beauty 
is  neglected ; its  value  is  beyond  computing.. 
It  will  call  to  a woman  the  love  of  those 
around  her,  proclaim  her  a lady  in  spite  of 
years  of  poverty,  open  doors  that  would 
not  swing  to  golden  keys,  continue  to  great- 
est age  and  be  a pleasant  memory  for  years 
te  eeme.”

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briton,  made  a horse  back  trip  of 
several  hundred  miles.  They  visited 
the  lower  part  of  the  Alabama  River, 
some  twenty  miles  or  more  south  of 
Claiborne,  and  returning  thence  to  a 
point  some  miles  north  of  Claiborne 
turned  eastward  and  traversed  an  un- 
broken forest  nearly  to  the  Conecuh 
River  satisfied  with  the  possibilities 
of  the  region  explored,  they  turned 
their  faces  homeward,  where  they  ar- 
rived about  January  10,  1816. 

Naturally  their  reports  of  what 
they  had  seen,  set  others  to  think- 
ing and  talking  about  emigrating  to 
a newer  section. 

Quoting  from  the  autobiography  we 
read: 

"Finding  that  several  of  my  par- 
ticular friends  were  under  the  Influ- 
ence of  the  same  spirit,  I made  up 
my  mind  to  leave  the  State  of  Geor 
gia.  after  a residence  in  It  of  thirty- 
one  years.  In  pursusance  of  this  res- 
olution I made  arrangements  to  re 
move,  and  on  the  12th  day  of  Novem 
her.  1817,  I,  with  my  family,  accom 
panted  by  George,  Stephen.  Seth  and 
Moses  Cranberry  and  their  families 
and  also  two  young  men,  William  Al- 
britton and  Allen  Cowart,  commenced 
our  Journey  to  the  new  State  of  Mls- 
Mlssisslppl,  which  had  been  organ 
(zed  and  admitted  Into  the  Union 
that  same  year. 

"We  were  somewhat  delayed  ln 
starting,  • • • which  proved  a 

great  disadvantage  to  us.  We  under- 
took to  bring  our  cattle  with  us 
which  also  retared  our  progress.  But 
when  we  reached  Barnett  in  the 
Creek  Nation  we  sold  them  to  the 
Indians  at  $10.00  per  head. 

"After  a tedious  and  uncomforta- 
ble Journey  of  two  months,  Including 
a stop  of  two  weeks  at  the  Chicka- 
saha  River,  we  arrived  at  Leaf  River 
near  where  It  is  joined  bv  Its  prin 
clpal  western  tributary.  The  design 
of  stopping  at  Chickasaha  was  that 
the  heads  of  the  families  might  go 
forward  and  select  locations.  From 
there  George,  Stephen  and  Mos 
Granberry  and  myself  advanced  as  far 
as  Leaf  River,  Boule  and  Okatoma 
and  explored  some  lands  along  these 


streams.  Gerge  Granberry  purchased 
a quarter  section  with  some  Improve- 
ments on  It  and  the  rest  df  us,  select- 
ing numbers  for  entry,  returned  to 
our  families. 

“Stephen  Granberry  and  William 
Albritton  were  sent  back  to  the 
United  States  land  office  at  St.  Ste- 
phens, Ala.,  to  enter  the  tracts 
It  was  found,  however,  that  the  two 
quarter  sections,  I had  selected  for 
myself  had  been  previously  entered 
So  on  reaching  our  de«tination  1 had 
no  place  on  which  to  locate. 

“I  built  a camp  for  my  family  on 
quarter  section  which  Stephen 
Granberry  had  entered  on  the  east 
side  of  Leaf  River,  which  has  since 
become  the  home  of  the  Chappell 
family,  where  I remained  thirteen 
days.”
